WASHINGTON, March 8.—The 
numerous proposals which have 
arisen out of the turmoil of dis- 
cussion over revision of the na- 
tional defense to give increasing 
recognition to aviation were 
thrown into the discard today by 


the House Military Committee. 

In rapid succession, 
proved the proposals for a de. 
partment of national defense, 2 
unified air service and a separate 
air corps in the Army, and then 
voted to draft an all-embracing 
din of its own to provide for a 
larger air service, but one that 
would harmonize with the defense 
organization as it now exists. 

The committee made it clear, 
in announcing ite plan, that it 
would give careful consideration to 
a five-year building program for 
the Army Air Service, made pub- 
lic during the day by the War De- 
partment. 

The program, as indorsed by 
Secretary Dwight Davis, contem- 
lates an increased expenditure of 
$30,600,000 annually for the air 
service and at the end of five 
years would provide 2200 new air- 
planes. The House Naval Com- 
mittee recently approved a five- 
year program of the Navy Air 
Service, which involved a total ex- 
penditure of $85,000,000 and was 
designed to provide 1000 new 
planes at the end of the period. 

The military committee voted 
11 to 10 against a bill to establish 
a de ment of national defense 
in which land, sea and air arma- 
ments would be given coequal sta- 
tus, and 16 to 5 against a unified 
air service. The vote against a sep- 
arate air corps in the Army, which 
was indorsed by Maj.-Gen. Ma- 
son M. Patrick, army air chief, 
was 15 to 6. 

A bill sponsored by the War De- 
partment to carry out recommen- 
dations of the President's air 
board, aleo was rejected, 11 to 19.

MEXICO CITY, March 3— 
Amendments to the Constitution as 
affecting the religious question are 
being petitioned on. a wholesale 
scale from all sections of the coun- 
try by Catholics.

STATEMENTS VARY 


Johnson indicated that had he 
actually dictated the letter, a basis 
other than the much- attacked de 
nove rule would have been men- 
tioned as cause for denial. 

Wingate, in a recent deposition, 
however, gives testimony that con- 
flicts with the superintendent's. He 
sald that he had been specifically 
instructed to write the letter and 
to specifically incorporate the de 
novo clause. " 

The banking department scored 
a strong point today by introducing 
a letter, which Johnson says sup- 
ports the contention that the Bank 
of Italy, because of its Federal re- 
serve affiliation, will not be able 
to invade Southern California with 
branches even though the de novo 
rule were not in effect. 

This letter, from John Perrin, 
Federal reserve agent, written in 
May, 1923, to the Bank of Italy. 
grants the bank permission 10 
take over the Security State Bank 
of Ontario. “on an understanding 
with the Federal Reserve Board 
that the action will not be used as 
a precedent for extension of the 
Bank of Italy into Southern Cali- 
fornia.” 

The Federal reserve has a con- 
tiguous territory rule, which pro- 
hibits one ite member banks 
from expanding to parts of the 
State outside its immediate home 
districts, it was pointed out. 


SAYS TEST PLANNED 

In this connection, Johnson tes- 
tified, that he held @ conversation 
with W. W. Douglas, vice-president 
of the Rank ot Italy, in 1923, in 
the course of which uglas an- 
nounced that the bank was plan- 
ning to test the Federal reserve 
ruling. ‘ 

Johnson further testified that a 
branch permit was given the same 
year to the Bank of Italy in Sac- 
ramento but that this branch has 
never been opened. Violation of 
the contiguous territory rule is 
feared, he says.

Crumb presented figures and 
charts to back his statements.

WASHINGTON, March 
latest shoe statistics complied by 
the Department of Commerce seem 
to contradict the general impres- 
sion, gained by observation and 
reading advertisements, that prac- 
tically the entire population of the 
United States has been converted 
into rolling stock. 

The production ef boots 
shoes in the United States for 1925 
amounted to 323,553,055 pairs. Be- 
sides these we imported 1.984.863 
pairs. These tmports came from 
England, Canada, Germany, Japan, 
Switzerland, Austria, and Turkey. 

Our consumption was estimated 
at about two and one-half pairs 
per person, the women averaging 
considerably higher than the men. 
In the resort sections like Palm 
Beach, for oxample, the women 
bought on the average of one pair 
of des every four weeks. Here 
sh fell out of the classification 
of apparel into the luxury and ac-. 
cessory class. Fancy shoes te fit 
milaéy’s costume are built for 
looks rather than wear. These are 
referred to as millinery footwear, 
for, Uke the hat, they must match 
or complement the gown or suit, 

Ot the 323,553,066 pairs of shoes 
manufactured we exported 6,874.- 


601 pairs. or a little over 2 per 
cent. 


CUBA IMPORTS 50 PER CENT 
The Cubans came in for the 
lion's share and on the sidewalks 
of Havana and other island towns 
about 60 per cent of our exported 
shoes wended their busy and. no 
doubt, often uncertain way.

ding up of stock prices and the 
economic forces are at work cor- 
recting the levels.

Santa Fe Reports View for 
1926 Optimistic 


Better Conditions in World, 
Cause of High Spirit 


Trade Expansion Throughout 
Year is Predicted 


Based on the more prosperous 
era for industrial life in the Unit- 
ed States and on a more settled 
outlook abroad, there is consider- 
able foundation for the great spir- 
it of optimism that prevails among 
the farmers of the country tos 
day, according to the March report 
of J. F. Jarrell, agricultural man- 
ager of the Santa Fe, issued 
terday in President William B. 
Storey’s bulletin. | 

Farmers of the United States are 
entering 1926 with a greater_spirit 
of optimism than has prevailed 
since war times, the report states. 
Indications are that business will 
be good for at least six months, 
and, while some lines of business 
may slow up in the fall, it ap- 
pears probable that a high rate of 
activity will rule ail through the 


year. 

The States served by the Santa 
Fe's 12.068 miles of lines, includ- 
ing California, Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, Colorado, Kansas, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Louisiana, Missouri, 
Iowa, Illinois and Nebraska, are 
the most prosperous and produc- 
tive agricultural districts in the 
United States and face the current 
year with greater optimism than at 
any time in recent years. 

There are 6,372,263 farms in the 
United States, an increase of only 
75,735 in five years. Approximate- 
ly 80 per cent of this increase has 
been in California and the other 


States traversed by the Santa Fe. 
|The total value of crops produced 


in the States named, in 1925, ex- 
clusive of lemons, grapes, melons, 
vegetables and nuts, amounted to 
$3.834,018,000, or 40 per cent of 
all crops produced in the nation. 

Trade expangjon is reflected in 
a general increase of building per- 
mits and postoffice receipts in near- 
ly all of the large cities,” the re- 
port says.

Drastic Slump of Last Few Days Held to 


be Abundant by Observer

NEW YORK, March 3.—The man who is long on stocks nowadays 
may know perfectly well that business conditions fundamentally are 
sound, but such knowledge will bring small comfort in a market such 
as we are now having. Nowhere in our financial annals has been re- 
corded a period so disastrous to bull positions as was the closing hour 


yesterday. 


That stocks had been pushed on 
to dangerously high ground in the 
bull market of 1926, many authort- 


ties felt, but the optimists some- 


how reckoned that a permanently 


improved basis for shares eventu- 


ally would justify the rise. Recent 
market developménts have left the 
financial community. somewhat 
mystified, notwithstanding its very 
real fears that a severe break 
might come almost any time. An- 
nouncement of the denial of the 
Nickel Plate merger yesterday aft- 
ernoon after the closing gong had 


been sounded in the New 
York Stock Exchange, but 
long before the ticker had 


ceased to report the unprecedent- 
ed volume of fina! transactions, on- 
ly added to the confusion. Here 
was one piece of news that the 
bulls figured would help to check 
selling by opening the way for fu- 
ture consolidations. 

Experts of the financial commu- 
nity now are busily engaged in an 
analysis of the Nickel Plate deci- 
sion, not so much for what they 
may learn upon the probable future 
of the railroads immediately con- 
cerned, or even of the carriers 
generally, but for light on the 
whole consolidation movement in 
industry. Stimulus for recent great 
advances in the stock market may 
be traced te the financial advant- 
age of pending mergers in numer- 
ous cases. 

For an explanation of the crash 
in stock prices it is not neceseary, 
hawever, to cite the Nickel Plate 
decisicn of which the majority of 
persons in the market knew noth- 
ing, after all, until late yesterday 
afternoon or early this morning 
Certainly it is too early to conclude 
that in its Nickel Plate decision, 
the government is aiming a blow 
at consolidations ja general, and 
it would take no little stretching of 
the imagination to conclude that 
bie combinations in industry, as a 
whole, now are to be frowned up- 
on. Many will and many will not 
agree with the government in what 
it has decided about the Nickel 
Plate terms, but let ft not be said 
from what has just happened that 
we are headed for a period of gen. 
eral opposition to an ecdnomic unk 
fication of great business units, 

If general trade conditions cen- 
tinue to be satisfactory in general, 
why. it may be asked, is the mar- 
ket breaking? 

Reason enough for some sori of

cotton market in the main showed 
a steadier tone today with prices

covering of shorts and some re- 
newed buying by Wall-street trad- 
ers and spot interests on what was 
termed an oversold market. Liver- 
pool early cables were about un- 
changed from yesterday, having 
practically made a full response to 
our closing decline. 

On the extreme advance March 
was carried up to 19.15 cents, 
May to 18.59 cents, July to 17.96 
cents, October to 17.36 cents and 
December to 17.04 cents, These 
levels brought out considerable 
profit-taking by local traders and 
commission houses, as well as New 
Orleans and the South, with the 
market receding to 18.85 cents for 
March, May to 18.29 cents, July 
to 17.69 cents, October to 17.17 
cents and December to 16.92 cents, 
a decline of 27 to 30 points on the 
near months and 12 to 19 on the 
distant from the above-mentioned 
highs of the day.

NEW YORK, March 3.—That 
the banking business is becoming 
too competitive at the present 


time is the belief of some Wall- 
street bankers. They maintain that 
in a few instances companies have 
obtained loans and other credit, as 
a result of the prevailing systems, 
that do not carry the maximum 
of protection to investors. 

This country of late has found 
itself faced with the question of 
how to spend its huge wealth. The 
layman simply deposits his surplus 
funds in the bank and expects that 
institution to find safe and proper 
use for it. Or he may purchase 
stocks or bonds, but in this also he 
must depend largely on the judg- 
ment of the banker, for who says 
what securities will be offered to 
the public but the banker?

Steel Corporation mille have 
brought out a new schedule On 
principal heavy products, such as 
plates, shapes and bars, and most 
leading independents have fol- 
lowed the same course. 

This etiffer attitude of producers 
comes at a time when fresh busi- 
ness is showing renewed tendency 
to expand and the indifference and 
uncertainties of the last few weeks 
see to be fading out. With 
* in sight, new construcfion 
undertakings are shaping up more 
rapidly and the volume is favor- 
able. The automobile industry is 
stepping up its activities and full 
production is expected to be 
reached by plants in the Detroit 
Gistrict in March, with one out- 
standing exception. 

Steel works operations have 
moved up again after their recent 
fluctuations. Chieaco and Pitts- 
burch are on a 90 per cent basis, 
while the Youngstown district has 
recovered from 75 to 80 per cent. 
The Steel Corporation continues 
at about 90 per cent. 

February pig-iron production 
further reflected the interruptions 
or reductions growing out of the 
coal strike. On a daily basis it 
dropped to 104,337 tons, which was 
2.5 per cent under January and 
was the lowest February rate since 
1922. Total output for the shorter 
month was 2,921,449 tons, against

Mr. Morrow was at one time 
president of the. r Association 
here and for five years was chair- 
man of its grievance committee. 
His talk before the club of attor- 
neys and judges yesterday was di- 
rected toward strict adherence by 
judges and attorneys to a high 
order of ethics, 

“You oer heads,” Mr. Morrow 
said, “must promulgate among the 
young attorneys and the new ones 
who come here the candhs of eth- 
ics of our profession. 

“We've got to clean up the bar 
of unscrupulous lawyers, 

„ have been told by a judge 
of high standing that not more 
than 66 per cent of the lawyers 


fit or are capably prepared to pre- 
sent their cases. I believe that of 
our judges about eight out of ten 
conduct themselves rightly. 

„The Bar Association must give 
its support to the right men and 
use its influence against the wrong 
men.”
